The Bible Standard on Sex

I have repeatedly heard beloved brethren say that when 
God declined to do the things which His children desired, the 
answer was as real as when He granted the things which they. 


desired. 


The statement is sometimes 
made in this manner: “God says 
sometimes ‘yes’ and sometimes 
‘no.’ ‘No’ is as really an answer as 
‘yes,’ so that prayer is always an- 
swered.” It has ever seemed to me 
a cruel trifling with the souls of 
men to teach in this way. Of 
course, I do not mean to charge 
those who thus speak with inten- 
tional cruelty cr trifling. Never- 
theless, that which they do seems 
to me a heart-breaking piece of 
work. 

Here, for example, is a mother 
praying for the life of a child. She, 
as well as she knows how, asks 
God to spare the life of her child, 
but she is not well taught as to 
prayer. She does not know exactly 
what prayer is. She does not know 
how to pray. She has never been 
taught how to pray. In some es- 
sential particulars, her requests do 


not take’ the form of acceptable 


perplexed and distressed. She says 


prayer. God cannot grant her the 
thing that she desires in consis- 
tence with His own character. He 
does not. Her child dies. She is

Lessons from the Spies’ 
Report 
This story is one of the most 
disappointing in all of Scripture. 
Just when God was prepared to 
give a great victory and blessing, 


the people drew back and refused 


to trust Him for it. All of 
misery and heartbreak of the 
forty years of wandering in the 
wilderness could have been avoided 
if the people had by faith taken 
God up on -His promise. 

Ten of the spies returned and 
reported that there were giants in 
the land. All they saw were the 
difficulties. They feared lest they 
all be killed by these giants. 

Caleb and Joshua also saw the 
giants but they saw beyond the 
spies to see a land lush with all 
of God's blessings and opportuni- 
ties. And they had bold faith in

23, we have in the bank $1,412.55. 

Somehow, the Lord is going to 
provide $15,587.45 in a little over 
a month. I don’t know where the 
money is coming from. We cannot 
possibly afford to pay it from our 
regular running expense funds. No 
large denominational group backs 
us. We know’ of no wealthy men 
to whom we can go for help.

Although only a few yards or a 
few miles would have described 
the circumference of that place, 
they had ample room. And do you 
not suppose that God, in the im- 
mensities, can build a place large 
enough to give the whole race 
room, even though there be mater- 
ial organisms? 


Herschel looked into the 
heavens. As a Swiss guide puts 
his alpenstock between the 
glaciers, and crosses over from 


crag to crag, so Herschel planted 
his telescope between the worlds 
and glided from star to star, until 
he could announce to us that we 
live in a part of the universe but 
sparsely strewn with worlds; and 
he peers out into immensity until 
he finds a region no larger than 
our solar system in which there 
are fifty thousand worlds moving. 

And Professor’ Lang says that, 
by a philosophic reasoning, there 
must be somewhere a world where 
there is no darkness, but ever- 
lasting sunshine; so that I do not 
know but that it is simply because 
we have no telescope powerful 
enough that we cannot see into 
the land where there is no dark- 
ness at all, and catch a glimpse 
of the burnished pinnacles. As. a 
conquering army, marching on to 
take a city, comes at nightfall to 
the crest of a mountain from 
which, in the midst of the land- 
scape, they can see the castles 
they are to capture, rein in their

war chargers and halt to take a 
good look before they pitch their 
tents for the night, so now, com- 
ing as we do on this mountain-top 
of prospect, I command this regi- 
ment of God to rein in their 
thoughts and halt, and before they 
pitch their tents for the night take 
one good, long look at the gates 
of the great city. ‘“‘And the twelve 
gates were twelve pearls.” 


The Architectufe of 
Heavenly Gates 


In the first place I want you 
to examine the architecture of 
those gates. Proprietors of large 
estates are very apt to have an 
ornamented gateway. Sometimes 
they spring an arch of masonry, 
the posts of the gate flanked with 
lions in statuary; the bronze gate 
is a representation of intertwining 
foliage, bird-haunted, “until the 
hand of architectural genius drops 
exhausted, all its life frozen into 
the stone. Babylon had a hundred 
gates; so had Thebes. Gates of 
wood, and iron, and stone guarded 
nearly all the old cities. Moslems 
have inscribed upon their gate- 
ways inscriptions from the Koran 
of the Mahommedan. 

There have been a great many 
fine gateways, but Christ sets 
hand to the work, and for the up- 
per city He swung a gate such as 
no eye ever gazed on untouched 
of inspiration.

Wrong To Pray Before Others? 


Should a Soldier in Barracks Kneel Before Others to Pray at Bedtime? Or Must All 
Praying and Giving Be Done in Secret?

We are sure that many readers will be interested in an 
inquiry by an earnest Christian, and the editor’s reply. 


A Soldier’s Letter 
‘Dear Brother Rice: 

“Matthew 6:6 says when ‘thou 
prayest, enter into thy closet.’ Be- 
ing a serviceman and sleeping in 
a barracks, I do not have the con- 
venience of a room. And when I 
say my prayers it is always where 
others can see. Sometimes this is 
distracting to me and I do not al- 
ways pray what I want to. I do 
not pray audibly but I am still 
self-conscious about it. Do you 
think I am doing right by kneeling 
by my bunk when I pray?” 


The Editor Answers: First, 
Do Not Pray to Be Seen 
of Men 


November 11, 
Dear Friend and Brother: 

Thank you for your good letter 
and for the subscriptions you sent 
and the offering for the Building 
Fund. May the dear Lord bless 
you and reward you for your help 
and interest in His work. 

I am glad to give you what I 
believe is God’s answer to your 
problem. 

1. There is a very real danger of 
having the outward forms of 
Christianity to please men instead 
of God. That is the principal teach- 
ing of Matthew 6:1-7 and; verses 
16 to 18 in the same chapter. 


“Take heed that ye do not your 
alms before men, to be seen of 
them: otherwise ye have no re- 
ward of your Father which is in 
heaven. Therefore when thou do- 
est thine alms, do not sound a 
trumpet before thee, as the hypo- 
crites do in the synogogues and 
in the streets, that they may have 
glory of men. Verily I say unto 
you, They have their reward. But 
when thou doest alms, let not thy 
left hand know what thy right 
hand doeth: That thine alms may 
be in secret: and thy Father which 
seeth in secret himself shall re- 
ward thee openly. And when thou 
prayest, thou shalt not be as the 
hypocrites are: for they love to 
pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the corners of the streets, 
that they may be seen of men. 
Verily I say unto you, They have 
their reward. But thou, when thou 
prayest, enter into thy closet, and 
when thou hast shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father which is in 
secret: and thy Father which seeth 
in secret shall reward thee openly. 
But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the heathen do: for 
they think that they shall be heard 
for their much speaking. . . More- 
over when ye fast, be not, as the 
hypocrites, of a sad countenance: 
for they disfigure their faces, that 
they may appear unto men to fast. 
Verily I say unto you, They have 
their reward. But thou, wher thou 
fastest, anoint thine ad, and 
wash thy face; That thou appear 
not unto men to fast, but unto thy 
Father which is in secret: and thy 
Father, which seeth in secret, shall 
reward thee openly.” 


Here we see three distinct warn- 
ings. First, ‘“‘Take heed that ye do 
not your alms before men, to be 
seen of them” (vs. 1). Second, 
*‘When thou prayest, thou shalt not 
be as the hypo¢rites are for they 
love to pray standing in the syn- 
agogues and in the corners of the 
streets, that they may be seen of 
men” (vs. 5). Third, “Moreover 
when ye fast, be not, as the hypo- 
crites, of a sad countenance: for 
they disfigure their faces, that 
they may appear unto men to 
fast” (vs. 16). 
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In the same connection, the Lora: 


warns against vain repetitions ‘in 
prayer, in order to be “heard for 
their much speaking.” All these 
warnings show that each one needs 
to watch himself that he does not 
pray, or give, or fast, in order to 
appear good and religious to men. 
For that reason we are told that 
it is often better that we do not 
tell others how much we give or 
how much we pray, or when we 
fast in seeking God's face. Certain- 
ly, then, much of our praying, 
much of our giving, much of our 
fasting ought to be secret, and 
none of it ought ever be a matter 


of display before the world.

The Water Of Life 


The dictionary definition of 
water as a limpid liquid composed 
of hydrogen and oxygen is not 
very exciting news, but what a 
blessing to mankind it is, how in- 
dispensable to life, and how 


pleasure-giving as a _ luxurious 


beverage brewed for us by our 


heavenly Father! Yes, He brews 
it in grassy dells where the deer, 
the antelope, and the child love 
to play. He brews it on the 
mountain top whose granite peak 
glistens like gold in the sunlight. 
He brews it in the depths of the 
seas, and in subterranean caverns. 
You see it glistening in the dew- 


drop and singing in the summer 


rain. It sparkles in the ice gem 


when the trees seem as if loaded | 


down with rare jewels. It gleams 
in the hoar-frost struck by the 
rays of the morning sun, 


Hidden snugly in the depths of 


ithe evening clouds resting on the 


western horizon, God paints a 
gorgeous sunset shimmering with 


'all the hues of Heaven until our 
senses fairly reel with its beauty. 


This water of life brings refresh- 
ment and energy to man and beast 


_and lowly plant. It is one of God’s 


greatest gifts te the world. Water 
is responsible for the beauty of 
the rainbow, which is a circular 
spectrum. The spherical drops of 
water, falling out of the rain-cloud, 
become prisms by which rays of 
light are separated into. their 
primary colors. 

The action of low temperature 
on fluids is to increase their specific 
gravity. This is true of water also 
until the temperature reaches 
within four degrees of freezing, 
when, instead of the specific grav- 
ity increasing, water becomes 
lighter and rises to the surface 
ice is formed. The reason for 


If ice sank as soon as formed, all 
lakes and rivers would soon be 
solid and the result would be 
death to all fish. Yet, when these 
combine, they produce the univer- 
'sal law, God removes from ice its 
death-dealing properties, so far as 


the fish are concerned, and causes 


it to act as a protective covering 
which keeps them warm during 
the months of severe cold. Cer- 
tainly this does not appear to be 
simply due to chance. 

Water in great quantities is con- 
stantly needed to sustain life in 
all the organic realms. No water, 
no life, is a basic law of the 
universe. There must be enough, 
but not too much. A mistake in 
either direction would be disas- 
trous, so it is absolutely necessary 
that a definite and calculated a- 
mount should be available. In 
other words, if there is a Person 
in charge of these adjustments, 
we expect that He will in some 
way measure and prepare. the 
right quantity. 

To put it in another way, the 
earth’s surface would have to be 
accurately apportioned as to land 
and water, and the ocean depths 
must be exactly the size to hold 
the necessary amount of liquid. 
There are 197,000,000 square miles 
to the surface of the earth. What 
do we find? A most interesting

phenomenon. There are 145,000,000 
square miles of water and 52,000,- 
000 square miles of land. This 
seems to us a strange proportion 
at first glance, but of course it is 
just what is needed by a thirsty 
earth with countless millions of 
inhabitants. 

It is estimated that approxi- 
mately 16,000,000 tons of water 
fall every second from the skies

Here is a man who is in busi- 
ness difficulty. According to his 
best light, he prays for relief from 
his financial embarrassments, but 
he does not know much about 
prayer. He has not been a praying 
man. He has been a man of the 
world, though a member of the 
church. He has not been a student 
of the Bible. He does not know 
what it teaches on the subject of 
prayer.

ing “no” to a request is not an 
answer to prayer in any real, sub- 


stantial meaning of the expression. 
When God answers prayer, He 
says “yes.” 


If men have made many peti- 
tions which they consider prayers, 
on which they have not realized, 
the first question for them to ask 
is whether or not they have really 
prayed. Of course, it would be of 
help to them to decide whether or 
not God always’ does answer 
prayer—I mean, grant the things 
for which petition is made. If He 
does not do this, if it is true that 
saying “no” is an answer to prayer 
in the sense in which ordinary peo- 
ple use the term, then he need not 
‘be surprised. If an answer to 


| prayer means the granting of the 


thing for which request is made, 
then God answers prayer or He 
does not. If at times He does not 
answer, all the sufferer needs to do 
is to submit to the inevitable. That 
is all he can do. But if God does 
not answer and if there is a dif- 
ficulty with himself,—if his prayer 
is not prayer but a form, a pre- 
tense, then there may be help. If 
he can learn the difficulty and re- 
move it, he may receive the an- 
swer which he desires, 


An Article of Standing or 
Falling 

I believe the question discussed 
in this chapter tobe of the first 
importance. If this teaching is 
correct, then the one who has 
brought his request and has not 
received his answer is put upon an 
investigation.

Heaven is not a contracted place. 
Heaven is not a stupid place. “I 
saw the twelve gates and they 
were twelve pearls.”’ 


Twelve Gates That All the 
Redeemed May Come In 


In the second place I want you 
to count the number of those 
gates. Imperial parks and lordly 
manors are apt to have one ex- 
pensive gateway, and the others 
are ordinary; but look around at 
these entrances to Heaven, and 
count them. One, two, three, four, 
five, Six, seven, eight, nine, ten, 
eleven, twelve. Hear it, all the 
earth and all the heavens. Twelve 
gates! I admit this is rather hard 
on sharp sectarians! 


Here is a bigoted Presbyterian 
who brings his Westminster As- 
sembly Catechism, and he makes 
a gateway out of that, and he 
says to the world: “You go through 
there or stay out.’ And here is a 
bigoted member of the Reformed 
Church, and he makes a gate out 
of the Heidelberg Catechism, and 
he says: “You go through there 
or stay out.”’ And here is a bigoted 
Methodist, and he plants two 
posts, and he says: “Now, you 
crowd in between those two posts 
or stay out.” And here is a bigoted 
Episcopalian, who says: “Here is 
a liturgy out of which I mean 
to make a gate: go through it or 
stay out.”” And here is a bigoted 
Baptist, who says: “Here is a 
water-gate: you go through that 
or you must stay out.’ And so on 
in all our churches and in all our 
denominations there are men who 
make one gate for themselves, and 
then demand that the whole 
world go through it. I abhor this 
contractedness in religious views. 


Oh, small-souled man, when did 
God give you the contract for 
making gates? I tell you plainly 
I will not go in at that gate. I 
will go in at any one of the twelve 
gates I choose. Here is a man who 
Says: “I can more easily and more 
closely approach my God through a 
prayer-book.” I say: “My brother, 
then use the prayer-book.’’ Here 
is a man who says: “I believe there 
is only one mode of baptism, and 
that is immersion.” Then I say 
“Let me plunge you!” Anyhow, I 
Say, away with the gate of rough 
panel, and rotten posts, and rusted 
latch, when there are twelve gates 
and they are twelve pearls. 


The fact is, a great many of the 
churches in this day are being 
doctrined to death. They have 
been trying for twenty-five years 
to find out all about God’s decrees, 
and they want to know who are 
elected to be saved and who are 
reprobated to be damned, and they 
are keeping on discussing that sub- 
ject when there are millions of 
souls who need to have the truth 
put straight at them that unless 
they repent they will all be 
damned. They sit counting the 
number of teeth in the jaw-bone 
with which they are to slay the 
Philistines when they ought to be 
wielding skilfully the weapon. 
They sit on the beach and see a 
vessel going to pieces in the offing, 
and instead of getting into a boat 
and pulling away for the wreck, 
they sit discussing the different 
styles of oarlocks. God intended us 
to know some things, and intended 
us not to know others. I have 
heard scores of sermons explana- 
tory of God’s decrees, but came 
away more perplexed than when 
I went. The only result of such 
discussion is a great fog. Here are 
two truths which are to conquer 
the world: man, a sinner—Christ, 
a Saviour. Any man who adopts 
those two theories in his religious 
belief shall have my right hand in 
warm grip of Christian brother- 
hood. 


A man comes down to a river 
in time of freshet. He wants to 
get across. He has to swim. What 
does he do? The first thing is to 
put off his heavy apparel, and 
drop everything he has in his 


hands. He must go empty-handed 
if he is going to the other bank. 
And I tell you when we have come 
down to the river of death and 
find it swift and raging, we will 
have to put off all our sectarian- 
ism, and lay down all our lumbrous 
creeds, and empty-handed put out 
for the other shore. “What,” say 
you, “would you resolve all the 
Christian Church into one kind 
of church? Would you make all 
Christendom worship in the same 
way, by the same forms?” Oh, no. 
You might as well decide that all 
people shall eat the same kind 
of food without reference to ap- 
petite, or wear the same kind of 
apparel without reference to the 
shape of their body. Your ancestry, 
your temperament, your surround- 
ings will decide whether you go 
to this or that church, and adopt 
this or that church polity. One 
church will best get one man to 
Heaven, and another church an- 
other man. 


I am not opposed to fences be- 
ing built around denominations of 
Christians. I am not opposed to a 
very high fence being built around 
each of the denominations of 
Christians; but I do say that in 
every fence there ought to be bars 
that you can let down, and a gate 
that you can swing open. Go home, 
therefore, today, and take your 

sible and get down on your knees 

before God, and make your own 
creed. I am not opposed to creeds; 
I believe in them; but a creed that 
does not reach down to the depth 
of a man’s immortal nature is not 
worth the paper that it is printed 
on. I do not care which one of the 
gates you go through, if only you 
go through one of the twelve gates 
that Jesus lifted. 


Well now, I see all the redeemed 
of earth coming up _ toward 
Heaven. Do you think they will 
get in? Yes, the born-again of all 
faiths will come in. Yes. Gate the 
first: the Moravians come up; they 
believed in the Lord Jesus Christ; 
they pass through. Gate the 
second: the Quakers come up; they 
have received the inward light; 
they have trusted in the Lord; 
they pass through. Gate the third: 
the Lutherans come up; they had 
a great admiration for the refor- 
mer, and received the same grace 
that made Luther what he was, 
and they pass through. Gate the 
fourth: many of the Roman Catho- 
lics come up who look beyond the 
superstitions of their church, and, 
believing in salvation by Jesus 
Christ, they pass through. Gate 
the fifth: the German Reformed 
Church passes through. Gate the 
sixth: the Congregationalists pass 
through. Gate the seventh: the 
Baptists pass through. Gate the 
eighth: the Episcopalians pass 
through. Gate the ninth: the Sab- 
batarians pass through. Gate the 
tenth: the Methodists pass 
through. Gate the eleventh: the 
Reformed Dutch Church passes 
through. Gate the twelfth: the 
Presbyterians pass through. But 
there are a great host of other 
denominations who must come in, 
and great multitudes who con- 
nected themselves with no visible 
church, but felt the power of god- 
liness in their heart, and showed 
it in their life. Where is their gate? 
Will you shut all this remaining 
host out of the city? No. They may 
come in at our gate. Hosts of 
God, if you cannot get admission 
through any other entrance, confe 
in at the twelfth gate. 


Look out on the one hundred 
and forty and four thousand, and 
you cannot tell at what gate they 
came in. One Lord. One faith. One 
baptism. One glassy sea. One dox- 
ology. One triumph. One Heaven. 
“Why, Luther, how did you get 
in?” “T eame through the third 
gate.”’ “Cranmer, how did you get 
in?” “I came through the eighth 
gate.”’ “Adoniram Judson, how did 
you get through?” “I came 
through the seventh gate.” “Hugh 
McKail, the martyr, how did you 
get through?” “I came through 
the twelfth gate.” Glory to God! 
One Heaven, but twelve gates.

In the third place, notice the 
points of the compass toward 
which those gates look. They are 
not on one side, or on two sides, 
or on three sides, but on four sides. 
This is no fancy of mine, but a 
distinct announcement. On the 
north, three gates; on the south, 
three gates; on the east, three 
gates; on the west, three gates. 


What does that mean? Why, it 
means that all nationalities are 
included, and it does not make 
any difference from what quarter 
of the earth a man comes up; if 
his heart is right, there is a gate 
open before him. On the north, 
three gates. That means mercy for 
Lapland, and Siberia, and Norway, 
and Sweden. On the south, three 
gates. That means pardon for Hin- 
dustan, and Algiers, and Ethiopia. 
On the east, three gates. That 
means salvation for China, and 
Japan, and Borneo. On the west, 
three gates. That means, redemp- 
tion for America. It does not make 
any difference how dark-skinned 
or how pale-faced men may be, 
they will find a gate right before 
them. Those plucked bananas 
under a tropical sun. Those behind 


reindeer shot across’ Russian 
snows. From Mexican plateau, 
from. Roman campania, from 
Chinese tea-field, from Holland 
dyke, from Scotch highlands, they 
come, they come. 


Heaven is not a monopoly for 
a few precious souls. It is not 
a Windsor Castle, built only for 
royal families. It is not a small 
town with a small population. But 
John saw it, and he noticed that 
an angél was measuring it, and he 
measured it this way and then 
measured it that way, and which- 
ever way he measured it, it was 
fifteen hundred miles, so that 
Babylon and Thebes, and Tyre and 
Nineveh, and St. Petersburg and 
Canton, and Pekin and Paris, and 
London and New York, and all the 
dead cities of the past, and all the 
living cities of the present added 
together, would not equal the 
census of that great metropolis. 
Walking along a street you can, 
by the contour of the dress, or of 
the face, guess where a man came 
from. You say: “That is a French- 
man: that is a Norwegiah; that is 
an American.” But the gates that 
gather in the righteous will bring 
them irrespective of nationality. 


Foreigners sometimes get home- 
sick. Some of the tenderest and 
most pathetic stories have been 
told of those who left their native 
Cclime, and longed for it until they 
died. But the Swiss, coming to the 
high residence of Heaven, will not 
long any more for the Alps, stand- 
ing in the eternal hills. The Rus- 
sian will not long any more for 
the luxuriant harvest fields he 
left, now that he hears the hum 
and the rustle of the harvests of 
everlasting light. The royal ones 
from earth will not long to go back 
again to the earthly court now 
that they stand in the palaces of 
the sun. Those who once lived 
among the groves of spice and or- 
anges will not long to return, 
now that they stand under the 


trees of life that bear twelve man- - 


ner of fruit. 

While I speak, an ever-increas- 
ing throng is pouring through the 
gates. They are going up from 
Senegambia, from Patagonia, from 
Madras, from Hong Kong. ““What!”’ 


you say, “do you introduce all the 
heathen into glory?” I tell you 
the fact is, the majority of the 


people in those climes die in in- 
fancy, and the infants all go 
straight into eternal life, and so 
the vast majority of those who die 
in China and India, the vast major- 
ity of those who died in Africa, 
go straight into the skies; they 
die in infancy. One hundred and 
sixty generations have been born 
since the world was created, and 
so I estimate that there must be 
fifteen thousand million children in 
glory. If at a concert two thou- 
sand children sing, your soul is 
raptured within you. Oh, the trans- 
port when fifteen thousand million 
little ones stand up in white before 
the throne of God, their chanting 
drawing out all the stupendous 
harmonies of Dusseldorf, and Leip- 
zig and Boston! Pour in through 
the twelve gates, oh, ye redeemed 
—-banners lifted, rank after rank, 
saved battalion after saved bat- 
talion, until all the city of God 
shall hear the tramp, tramp! 


Room yet. Room on the thrones. 
Rome in the mansions. Room on 
the river bank, Let the trumpet of 
invitation be sounded until all 
earth’s mountains hear the shrill 
blast and the glens echo it. Let 
missionaries tell it in Pagoda, and 
colporteurs sound it across the 
western prairies. Shout it to the 
Laplander on his swift sled; halloo 
it to the Bedouin careering across 
the desert. News! News! A glor-

Contrary to this unfounded, 
Shameful charge, quite the op- 
posite is true. Honest logic, based

Perhaps, according to the above 
progression leading inevitably to 
a reprobate mind, the unfounded 
charge hurled at the godly women 
of America might ,better be ap- 
plied to Kinsey & Co.—they would 
seem to qualify—“‘reprobate 
minds.”’ 


Kinsey’s Avowed Purpose Is 
to Break Down Public 
Morality 

To sum up his philosophy, Kin- 
sey rejects the authority of God’s 
Word; refused to identify himself 
in a religious way at all; cast 
aspersions upon religious people, 
implying that religion is inef- 
ficient and that ridding ourselves 
of it would allow us to live normal 
lives with real liberty. 

There are subversive forces at 
work today against these United 
States. Some attack from without 
—others bore from within. The 
gravest of these’ inner perils 
threatening the foundations of this 
nation isthe Kinsey reports and 
their ultimate consequences. This 
can be readily understood by an 
expose of the real aims of Kinsey 
underlying the reports. By means 
of a long-range program embrac- 
ing fifty years of time, the avowed 
aim of Kinsey is to change public 
opinion in its philosophy of mor- 
ality after which to utilize the 
leverage of said reoriented public 
opinion to pressure our govern- 
mental bodies—both state and 
federal—into changing our moral 
code to accomodate the Kinsey 
philosophy and concept. 

If this is negotiated successfully, 
there will come a time when it will 
be accepted as proper in the 
United States (as it is in other 
parts of the world: for example, 
Japan) for a married man or his 
wife to engage in illicit sexual re- 
lations—the attitude of public 
opinion and civil authority being, 
“What’s the difference?” If Kin- 
sey has his way, we will ex- 
perience a retrogression to the 
darkness of the jungle philosophy 
in manners and morals. Kinsey has 
Stated that both the legal code 
and the moral code which prevail 
in this country today are “out- 
moded, autdated, antediluvian.” 

Another indication of Dr. Kin- 
sey’s stature as a_ scientist is 
shown by his statement regarding 
his next book dealing with sex 
laws and sex offenders. Said Kin- 
sey, “It will curl your hair.” Real] 
abstract scientists never talk about 
curling anyone’s hair. What kind 
of scientist is this man? 

Further, the dire consequences 
of the Kinsey reports are demon- 
Strated by the author himself, in 
citing several legal cases already 
where they have been brought into 
play to affect the course of justice. 
One such is the case of the German- 
born professor who was denied 
citizenship by the United States 
District Courts on the grounds 
that he had engaged in several 
pre-marital relationships. The in- 
troduction by the lawyer for the 
defense of the first Kinsey report, 
“Sexual Behaviour in the Human 
Male,” demonstrating that 85% of 
American men were likewise 
guilty, caused the Verdict to be 
reversed. The reasoning?—if 85% 
of American males are immoral] 
(according to Kinsey), why dis- 
criminate against the potential 
immigrant—guilty of immorality 
or not? Let him in! 

Another such case is that of a 
young parolee charged with ‘con- 
tributing to the delinquency of a 
minor. His lawyer by quoting Kin- 
sey established the normality of 
such an action and succeeded in 
getting him released without the 
usual prison sentence which would 
ordinarily have been passed in 
such a case. For purposes of 


practical argument, the underlying 
reasoning in this court’s decision 
ran as follows: Here’s a boy 17. 
years of age. He takes advantage of 
two little girls 6 and 8 years of age. 
Apprehended, they bring him into 
court. The lawyer pleads to the 
effect that the boy’s action is only 
the normal, natural impulse of any 
boy his age (page Kinsey!). Result 
—case dismissed! No further word 
of application is necessary. Con- 
sult with any parent of little girls 
that age for their opinion! 


Then there is the case in Phila- 
delphia against the local book-sel- 
lers, presided over by Judge Curtis 
Balk. Charged with peddling ob- 
scenity on their bookstands, this 
Philadelphia judge declared that 
the Kinsey report on sexual be- 
havior is now current—therefore, 
case dismissed! 


In other words, all the filthy, 
obscene, suggestive literature be- 
ing circulated in the millions foe- 
day has the right to be published 
and circulated now at long last 
because we have something that 
outdoes them all—the Kinsey Re- 
ports! Kinsey does not propose to 
lower our standard of morality—- 
he proposes to change it. The im- 
plication is that the moral princi- 
ples of the founding fathers of 
America, which have been recog- 
nized and maintained by decent, 
clean-thinking people since that 
time, shall be swept away with the 
consequent inevitable abandon- 
ment to the flood of immorality 
which-will replace them. 

The second great cause for 
alarm is that to which Kinsey 
himself™points with pride as a 
major accomplishment—one of the 
results realized from his reports. 
This is the effect of a release from 
the guilt complex—the wholesale 
quieting of the conscience on the 
part of those who have played 
fast and loose. Kinsey welcomes 
the quick and permanent relief 
from anxiety for all such conse- 
quent upon the discovery that 
there is a considérable segment of 
the population similarly involved. 
In other words, it isn’t necessary 
to feel guilty any more for sexual 
infraction of the moral code— 
everybody’s doing it—-what’s the 
difference? 

Let me pause here to make this 
observation. If you have been play- 
ing fast and loose with sin, I pray 
God your conscience will s&s0 
trouble you that you will have ho 
rest or peace and that your rest- 
lessness will drive you to the foot 
of the cross of Calvary where a- 
lone you will find rest for your 
troubled soul and peace for your 
tormented conscience and the only 
real solution for your guilt com- 
plex. 


Kinsey’s peace is not Christ’s 
peace. The peace he offers out of 
his demoralized, reprobate phil- 
osophy is not the peace of Al- 
mighty God. The oniy way a man 
can find release from a guilty 
conscience and cleansing for a 
soiled soul is in the blood of Cal- 
vary’s Lamb. The Kinsey philoso- 
phy will inevitably result in the 
death blow of that cornerstone 
upon which every happy marriage 
is founded—mutual trust and con- 
fidence. It takes love and faith 
to build a strong home. Plant the 
seeds of distrust in a human 
breast and you are headed for 
trouble. People laugh at the Kin- 
sey Report. One of the most popu- 
lar of current pastimes is to make 
the whole thing a laughing mat- 
ter,.using it as a pivot for their 
remarks. Go to the courts and in- 
stitutions of our land to see and 
hear the story of hearfache and 
heartbreak occasioned by im- 
morality and infidelity in the mar- 
riage relationship and you will 
realize all too keenly—it is no joke 
—no laughing matter. What is 
the harvest? What does it lead to? 
Last year 10,000 women died, in 
the United States as a result of 
abortion operations; 100,000 
women were lost to the homes .of 
America by white slavery. This 
is but part of the mounting, stag- 
gering corruption and sin all about 
us. 


The Kinsey Report Fragmen- 
tary, Inaccurate, Unscientific,

Aside from the moral issue in- 
volved—from the purely scientific 
standpoint—is the Kinsey report 
reliable? Is it to be trusted? be 
you know that Dr. Kinsey - 
ported on only 5,940 women? By 
comparison, the Gallup presiden-

tial polls of 1948 and 1952 went 
into the multiplied millions. If 
Gallup misjudged the outcome of 
his particular issue in his poll of 
millions of people across the 
United States, how ridiculously un- 
scientific for a man to labour 
under the delusion that he knows 
the conduct of American women on 
the basis of his poll of only 5,940. 
Furthermore, I do not know any 
Christian woman who would sub- 
mit themselves to such a prob- 
ing and analysis. Kinsey presumes 
to pass judgment and place an in- 
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dictment on the millions of women 
of the United States from his so- 
called findings in interviews with 
5,940. Let him first get a truly 
representative opinion from 5,940,- 
000 and he will be somewhat 
more qualified as an authority on 
the subject. On this basis alone 
he is flagrantly guilty of viola- 
tion of scientific ethics and there- 
by disqualifies himself from the 
right to publish an 800-page vol- 
ume on the subject. 


The very way by which he 
foisted his report upon an un- 
suspecting public stamped him at 
once as spurious, from the scien- 
tific point of view. At the same 
time, eminently adept in the field 
of public relations, the release of 
the magazine articles, newspaper 
releases and radio-television news 
reports were carefully engineerd 
by the master of publicity him- 
self, Dr. Kinsey. All the repre- 
sentatives of every means of news 
communication were required to 
meet at Bloomington, Indiana, to 
Sign a bonded statment that they 
would publish when, where, and 
only as he suggested. With the 
cleverness of a public relations ex- 
pert, Kinsey engineered the release 
to achieve the maximum psycho- 
logical impact on public opinion. It 
was calculated and timed to strike 
the nation like a bombshell. Why? 
To help the United States?——to 
straighten out our morality?—to 
make America a better place to 
live in? Or was it to help Dr. 
Kinsey?—to sell his book?—to 
build his royalties? 

Alfred Kinsey is one of the most 
dangerous men in America today. 


Then the manner by which he 
arrives at his conclusions is not 
only unscientific—it is unfair. By 
way of illustration, here are ten 
boys who have been polled on the 
matter of breaking windows. Of 
the ten, three say they have 
broken one, two say they have 
broken two, three say they have 
broken three, one confesses to 
have broken 48 windows, another 
2.9 Windows. The poll therefore 
reveals that out of those ten boys 
there are two real vandals. But Dr. 
Kinsey does not develop his 
theorem that way. He would take 
the total number of windows 
broken, divide the total by ten 
(the number in the poll) and hand 
down the scientific (?) pronounce- 
ment that the average number of 
broken windows is 12 windows per 
boy. The unreliability of the re- 
port lies in the means by which 
the reports are calculated and in- 
terpreted. According to Dr. Kin- 
sey’s procedure, if, in a given 
case, there are ten women in a 
community, one is immoral while 
all the rest are good, clean women, 
the immoral woman has an il- 
licit affair on the average of once 
a week or fifty times a year, the 
way to gage the relative morality 
of that community is to divide 
fifty (the number of irregularities ) 
by ten (the number polled)—the 
result working out to five infrac- 
tions yearly for each woman. 

Someone might ask; “Mr. John- 
son, don’t you believe he has a 
right to publish these things?’ To 
which my answer is definitely in 
the affirmative. However, I also 
believe certain things require cer- 
tain discretion in their publishing 
and distribution. A book on such 
a subject ought to be published 
and placed in the area where it 
will accomplish a worthwhile, 
positive result for the overall good 
of the community and the nation. 
There are many whose opinions 
are to be respected who are not 
at all sure of the wisdom of re- 
leasing such findings for general 
consumption. When confronted 
with this, Dr. Kinsey impatiently 
replied- that people who subscribe 
to and advocate thought censor- 
ship live on this as well as on 
other continents. But is __ this 
thought censorship or simply the 
exercise of wise discretion as is 
observed by the American Medical 
Profession as dictated by their 
ethical code? 


A bottle of poison in your medi- 
cine cabinet at home is a fact 
to be recognized and acknowl- 
edged; nevertheless, it would be 
utter folly to put it within reach 
of your children at the dinner 
table. Why doesn’t our govern- 
ment disclose all of its atomic 
secrets for general public con- 
sumption? Because that atomic in- 


| formation 


is to be available to 
certain people who will use it in 
a certain way to accomplish a 
certain specific purpose. It is not 
a question of thought censorship; 
it is a question of thought direc- 
tion. We don’t tell everybody every- 
thing. We don’t show everybody 
everything. Children grow up. As 
they do so they learn things by 
degrees, having been taught in 
their homes and in their school, 
and thus by the process of wisely- 
directed education develop to the 
mature adult. 


God’s Alternate to Kinsey: 
Old-fashioned Revival of 
Surrender to Christ 
and His Morality 


What are the alternatives to all 
this issue? If Kinsey prevails, 
there will be no future for the 
United States. The Bible _ says, 
“The wicked shall be turned into 
hell and all the nations that for- 
get God.” Today America needs 
not Kinsey but Christ. ‘Today 
America needs not Kinsey’s book 
but God’s Book. Today America 
needs not a revolution in morality 
but a return to decency. 


America’s greatest need today is 


a wholesale, God-given, Spirit- 
breathed, Bible-based, Christ- 
centered revival. America’s only 


hope is a revival of Bible religion, 
that kind of religion that makes 
the drunkard sober, the blasphem- 
er to praise God, the crooked man 
straight, the immoral man a holy 
man. We need that kind of a re- 
vival in these United States. The 
fact that Kinsey is not only tol- 
erated, not only laughed at but 
laughed with and vaunted in Amer- 
ica, indicates one thing only: how 
far we have gone from Almighty 
God. If the foundations be de- 
stroyed, what shall the righteous 
do? We must hold on 
foundations! We must at all costs 
maintain the moral and spiritual 
Gibraltars springing from. the 
everlasting truth of Almighty 
God—the “things which are eter- 
nal,” “which cannot be shaken.” 
We need a return to these by 
means of a great revival. 

In these days as a result of this 
tremendous issue which has been 
precipitated and brought into such 
clear focus by this infamous re- 
port, I am asking every decent, 
clean, moral person who believes 
in the Christian standard of mor- 
ality as set forth in the Bible to 
make a commitment. First of all, 
I want you husbands and wives 
to ask yourselves this question, 
“If America is morally rotten at 
the core, is it because of the way 
I am living?”

Then to those yet unmarried 

young men and women, the ulti- 
mate issue is found in this ques- 
tion, “Is my body the temple of 
the Holy Spirit of Almighty God?” 
The Apostle Paul said, “Know ye 
not that your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye are 
not your own? For ye are bought 
with a price: therefore glorify 
God in your body, and in your 
spirit, which are God’s.”
